ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION EN- 

DORSES ITSELF. 

The so-called “Conference for Edu- 
cation in the South,” at its Little Rock 
meeting last week, endorsed the pro- 
posed Rockefeller Foundation, although 
there was considerable opposition. 
Probably few of the opponents, how- 
ever, realize that the endorsement of 
the Rockefeller Foundation by the 
“Conference for Education in the 
South” was but a hair’s breath short 
of the Rockefeller Foundation endors- 
ing itself. Of course, the great mass of 
active leaders in the “Conference” will 
be prompt to deny such a suggestion, 
but the facts of the past ten years are 
against them. 

This very action of the “Conference” 
only illustrates the unwisdom of such 
an organization, supposed to represent 
the educational intelligence of the 
South. Identified, as this “Conference” 
has been for nearly ten years, with the 
influence of the $53,000,000 General 
Education Board in Southern educa- 
tional affairs, and, consequently, iden- 
tified with the Rockefeller Foundation, 
it necessarily endorses the Foundation. 
Thus the circle of influence, to the dis- 
advantage of the rea) educational needs 








of the South, is widened, and this in- 
fluence is used to commend an enter- 
prise of serious danger not only to the 
South, but to the whole country. 





GEORGIA MARBLE. 

On the property of a single marble 
company in North Georgia are deposits 
of marble which, as far as they have 
been prospected, are capable of yield- 
ing 1,000,000 cubic feet of the material 
a year for 4000 years. No idea of the 
depth of the deposit is had, and one of 
the quarries has already gone down 
nearly 200 feet without there being 
any indication that the bottom of the 
deposit is being approached. This prop- 
erty is one of a number among deposits 
occurring in an area 60 miles long and 
from one to three miles wide, which 
no man has yet tried to measure. But 
some of the ascertainable facts set forth 
on other pages of this week’s issue of 
the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp by Mr. 
William H. Stone, one of our staff cor- 
respondents, will be a revelation to 
many of the enormous wealth latent 
in Georgia marble and the additional 
aggregate wealth in the marbles of 
Tennessee, Alabama, Texas and other 
Southern States. 

The development of the Georgia mar- 
bles upon any large scale has only been 
under way within the past 25 years, 
but already the product has a nation- 
wide reputation and use, both in inside 
and outside work in modern buildings, 
as well as for sculpture. It is found in 
Government buildings, banks, hotels, 
office buildings and private residences 
in such widely separated localities as 
Providence, R. I.; Montreal, Canada; 
Worcester, Mass. ; Winnipeg, Manitoba ; 
Washington, D. C.; St. Paul, Minn.; 
Atlanta, Ga.; Houston, Tex. ; San Fran- 
cisco, Cal.; Philadelphia, Pa.; Sheboy- 
gan, Wis.; Chattanooga, Tenn.; New 
York city ; Tampa, Fla. ; Boston, Mass. ; 
Columbus, Ga.; Chicago, Ill.; Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; Frankfort, Ky.; Savannah, 
Ga. ; Cleveland, O.; Bristol, R. I. ; Nash- 
ville, Tenn.; Charlottesville, Va.; De 
troit, Mich.; Gainesville, Ga.; Lynch- 
burg, Va.; Vicksburg, Miss.; Macon, 
Ga.; Buffalo, N. Y.; Norfolk, Va.; 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and other cities. 

When it is borne in mind that only a 
beginning really has been made in de- 
veloping this Southern marble, though 
that beginning marks a great advance 
from the time within the memory of 
men of today when granite and marble 
were shipped to the South, one is im- 
pressed by the prospect of the impor- 
tance which the South is to have in this 
particular, as in so many others.

EXPLOITING SNAKES. 
At the time of the 1881 exposition in 
Atlanta the old Richmond & Danville 
Railroad, in its effort to secure a large 
collection of the best specimens of the 
resources of the country tributary to 
its line, sent requests to many county 
officials asking for collections of min- 
erals, timbers and other things. When 
one package was being opened Colonel 
McPhail, who had charge of the work 
for the railroad, found many splendid 
specimens of minerals and agricultural 
products, and carefully packed in with 
these a number of jars containing 
snakes preserved in alcohol. Colonel 
McPhail suggested to the local official 
having the matter in charge that the 
snakes be sent back, as they hardly 
formed an appropriate portion of an 
exhibit. The county official, on the 
other hand, insisted that snakes were a 
product of his county, and that these 
were extra fine specimens, and that 
they ought to be given a conspicuous 
place in the county exhibit. In reply, 
Colonel McPhail told him’ that the pub- 
lic, knowing of the mountainous con- 
dition of his county, would take it for 
granted that snakes were to be found 
there, but that it was not necessary to 
call public attention to that fact. “You 
ought,” he said, “to show the things 
that make for the upbuilding of your 
county, the things that will command 
the attention of the investor and of the 
investigator of agricultural and mineral 
timber resources, but you need not make 
a point of emphasizing the ‘snakes.’ ” 
The action of the county official is in 
line with what has often been done by 
some Southern newspapers and by many 
Southern correspondents of Northern 
newspapers in giving more attention to 
the “snakes” of all kinds in Southern 
life rather than to the exhibit of good 
things. With limitless opportunities 
for exhibiting the resources, the utiliza- 
tion of which means the upbuilding and 
prosperity of the South, many people 
in this section seem to have thought 
that the public would be more inter- 
ested in seeing or reading about the 
“snakes” of discord or crime than about 
the better kind of Southern attractions. 
Everybody knows that so long as hu- 
man nature is as it is “snakes” are like- 
ly to be found in the South as else- 
where; but why devote whole columns 
of space in the local press and in dis- 
patches to the Northern and Western 
press in telling of the “snakes,” of sen- 
sational things, while leaving untold 
the thousands of stories that might be 
found of more interest to the public 
about Southern resources and the utili- 
zation of Southern opportunities on the 
farm and in the factory and in every 
other line of human activity? It is well 
to know where “snakes” exist and to 
guard against them, but that does not 
require that their presence shall be 
forever heralded to the exclusion of far 
more valuable and interesting news 
about the glory of the scenery, the 
charm of climate, the wealth of min- 
erals and of timbers, and the richness 
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of the soil. The South has been too 
prone to exploit its “snakes” and to 
leave unexploited in its own press, as 
well as in the stuff sent by local corre- 
spondents in the South to Northern and 
Western papers, the better things that 
might be exhibited to advantage to the 
South and to the profit of the country. 
Let’s have fewer “snakes” and more of 
the good things.

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AN UNWISE SUGGESTION AS TO 
CORPORATIONS. 

Major J. F. Hanson, president of the 
Central of Georgia Railway Co., be- 
lieves that the corporations of the 
United States should organize a politi- 
cal party of their own, according to an 
interview with him at Macon, in which 
he is quoted as follows: 





The world’s business is carried on by the 
corporations. The corporations have never 
before made an organized fight. 1 think that 
now is the time for them to organize and 
get together. They should do like the labor 
unions—fight for their rights. They have 
just as much right to organize as have the 
labor unions. 

There are 400,000 corporations in the United 
States. They should have a political party 
of their own for the purpose of forcing the 
State and Federal governments to treat capl- 
tai invested justly. 

If they do organize they will hold the bal. 
ance of power in this country, and can de- 
feat the candidates of parties at will. I am 
strongly in favor of the organization of the 
corporations for this purpose, and I propose 
to fight for such until it is accomplished, 

About the most unwise step that cor- 
porations could take would be that lead- 
ing to the organization by them of a 
distinct political party, and we believe 
that Major Hanson will be of this opin- 
ion when he considers the proposition 
from all standpoints. That the Farm- 
ers’ National Union or that the Labor 
Union has organized to make an im- 
pression upon the people of the country 
in party action, whether or not they call 
themselves distinct political parties, is 
no reason why there should be other 
distinct class organizations for political 
action, and no reason fer four hundred 
thousand corporations to become a po- 
litical party for the purpose of influ- 
encing the State and Federal Govern- 
ments. 

There are already at hand sufficient 
means for influencing properly State 
and Federal Governments. The best 
means, the surest means, the safest 
means, because the healthy American 
means, are to be had in conscientious, 
persistent participation by men of all 
classes in the primary actions of poiiti- 
cal parties, in the gatherings which ar- 
range the cogs of party machinery and 
determine who shall be party -candi- 
dates for small offices, as well as great. 
Because so many hundreds of thou- 
sands of substantial citizens, whether 
manufacturers, farmers or wage-earn- 
ers, in various activities have negieeted 
to perform their primary political du- 
ties is the main reason why American 
politics have fallen into their present 
menacing condition and why the older, 
larger parties have become demoralized. 
Without entering here upon a discus

demoralization, we would empha- 
the pressing necessity for intelli- 
gent and zealous work by men of all 
occupations and interests for the pur- 
pose of gaining control, as they well 
may do, of the sources of party action. 
Experiences of the recent past ought to 
be a warning against any class enter- 
ing into pre-election, or even pre-nomi- 
nation, deals with political candidates 
or party machinists, Longer experience 
and the glaring effects in legislative 
bodies of attempts of this class or that 
class to bring pressure upon lawmakers 
after they have entered upon their du- 
ties ought to be a warning against any 
plan contemplating a continuance or an 
emphasis of any such policy.

The country is suffering today from 
overorganization, social and political ; 
from a specialization of human activi- 
ties, leading the individual to center his 
attention upon some particular organi- 
zation supposedly of benefit to his spe- 
cial interests or ambitions, and divert- 
ing him from the broader view em- 
bracing all his fellows and the whole 
country.

Instead of seeking to encourage more 
class organization in politics, the sub- 
stantial men of the country should get 
right down among the masses of their 
fellows and encourage them to discoun- 
tenance to the utmost the class organi- 
zations already exercising their baleful 
influence.

Discussing then the effect upon 
prices and the cost of living, of the 
steady increase in the production of 
gold, we forecast unrest among wage- 
earners who, under the pressure of a 
greater cost of living, would justly de- 
mand and gradually secure a much 
higher range of wages. This thought 
was emphasized more than once, and 
as late as December 6 last we said: 
The advance in the cost of living is not 
confined to this country alone, but to a con- 
siderable extent is worldwide. It is mainly 
due to economic conditions which cannot be 
changed. Much of this advance is the out- 
come of the great flood of gold which for 
some years has been pouring from the mines 
into the channels of the world’s trade. 
When this great increase in gold output com- 
menced, by its magnitude, to command gen- 
eral attention, the MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD 
repeatedly called attention to its certain 
effect in the increase in the cost of produc- 
tion of almost everything, including the out- 
put of the farms of the country, as well as 
in the increased cost of living, which would 
follow as a natural consequence, and sug- 
gested that the rate of wages would of ne- 
cessity have to be advanced in proportion to 
the increased cost of living.

During such a period 
of readjustment of the werld’s economic 
conditions as we are now passing through 
strikes are almost inevitable. The cost of 
living advances more rapidly than the ad- 
justment in wages can be made, and out of 
this unsettled condition come many perplex- 
ing problems between the laboring man and 
the employers. It will, however, be wise if 
the employing interests of the country wil! 
recognize the situation as a world-wide eco- 
nomic change, which must be met honestly 
and fairly. The question is one above free 
trade or protective tariff. It is operative re- 
gardless of tariffs. It is one which affects 
the value of farm products and of many 
manufactured products and causes a steady

No man has ever been able to estimate 
the extent of the marble deposits of North 
Georgia.

The local report of the Barrett 
episode, which happened in an auxil- 
iary body of the “Conference,” is to 
the effect that the chairman “hurried 
to the next topic to prevent the fiery 
discussion that seemed imminent.” It 
may be suggested that President Bar- 
rett’s ideal of agricultural education is 
the one proposed by him under the aus- 
pices of the National Farmers’ Union, 
which has the approval of the official 
of the Federal Government who is di- 
recting agricultural education in the 
South with the assistance of $102,000 
this year contributed by the Rockefeller 
General Education Board. Should the 
ideal be realized, it would probably carry 
out the tentative hint credited three 
years ago to the President of the Gen- 
eral Education Board, and farmers of 
the South would find that unless they 
followed the instructions of agents di- 
rected by the National Agricultural De- 
partment and paid by the General Edu- 
cation Board, they could not have ac- 
commodation from Southern bankers. 
But such a hint is predicated upon the

ers are born fools, which they are not. '

quarries has reached a depth of nearly 200 
feet, and there were found no indications

Up to about 25 years ago the marble 
deposits had only been worked in a small 





Consequently, they undertook to remove 
the prejudices that existed. They had the 
marble analyzed by the leading chemists of 
the country, who found that it was all of 
the same uniform texture, and that it was 
remarkable for the brilliancy of its crys- 
talline structure, its compactness, its high 
specific gravity and low power of absorp- 
tion of water. Chemically the marble was 
found to be practically a pure carbonate 
of calcium, the analyses showing in all 
cases about 98 per cent. It was also 
ascertained that it would not absorb over 
four-hundredths of 1 per cent. of moisture 
when immersed in water for 24 hours after 
it has been thoroughly dried out, which 
makes this marble proof against decom- 
position and of great durability. Being 
of great purity, and containing no iron, it 
was also found to always retain its orig- 
inal color. In physical tests made by the 
United States Government and other test- 
ing laboratories it has been shown that the 
marble has an ultimate strength of over 
10,000 pounds per square inch, or about 
750. tons per square foot; or, in other 
words, a single column of Georgia marble 
12 feet high and two feet in diameter 
would support the entire weight of a large 
building.

way, and it was not until 1884, when the 
Georgia Marble Co. was organized with a 
capital of $1,500,000, that any attempt 
was made to quarry the marble in keeping 
with the great value of the deposit. Im- 
mediately following the organization of 
this company the Southern Marble Co. was 
formed, and from time to time others also 
entered the field. At present, however. 
only the two above-mentioned companies 
and.the Marble Hill Quarry Co., which is 
just renewing work, are operating. 

In exploiting Georgia marbles the pro- 
ducers had a very uphill fight in the begin- 
ning, because of a lack of understanding 
regarding the many superior qualities of 
the marble. The most serious opposition 
was caused by the fact that Georgia mar- 
ble is of a coarse-grained or crystalline 
formation, as opposed to the fine-grained 
marbles of New England and Italy, which 
up to the entrance of Georgia marble on 
the market lad been mostly used. The 
mere fact that the marble was coarse- 
grained, and therefore different from what 
they had been using, was the only reason 
why architects failed to specify it. The 
producers knew, however, that this was 
not in any way a detriment or a defect in 
the marble, but simply something new. 





were found to contain marble of rich and 
varied colors, including that of almost 
pure white, several shades of gray and 
pink, and all most beautifully marked. 


Having ascertained these facts, the pro- 
ducers knew that they possessed marble 
that was superior to that which was then 
being used from New Bngland and Italy, 
and they determined to convince architects 
and owners of the superior qualities of 
Georgia marble. The fight was a hard 
one, but the great faith of the producers 
sustained them, and gradually year by year 
more and more of the leading architects of 
the country were brought to a full appre- 
ciation of the high quality and durability 
of Georgia marble, until now it will be 
found in some of the very finest structures 
of the country, including many of the 
United States Government buildings, and 
is being used from Maine to California 
and Canada to Texas. Indeed, a number 
of the public and private buildings have 
been constructed of Georgia marble in 
various cities of New England, practically 
at the very doors of its own quarries, 
notable among them being the Rhode 
Island State Capitol at Providence; City 
Hall of Worcester, Mass.; State Mutual 
Building Worcester, Mass.; Union Trust

The company also 
owns its own railroad line, which extends 
from Tate, on the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad, for seven miles into the marble 
quarrying district, and handles the prod- 
ucts of iis own output as well as those of 
the Southern Marble Co. Altogether the 
company employes several hundred men, all 
of whom are from this section and are 
trained from boyhood especially for the 
work. The company pursues a liberal pol- 
icy in handling its labor, and takes a deep 
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interest in them. During the recent de- 
pression the quarries were kept going at 
full blast, and such marble as was not sold 
was stored in the yards, President Tate

first marble was taken from these quarries 
about 25 years ago, and was used for the 
interior of the Georgia State Capitol at 
Atlanta. 

The marble formation lies in a round 


hill 400 or 500 feet in height above the 
valley, and the marble, which covers 300 
or 400 acres in extent, has a cap rock 
which varies in thickness, the outcropping 
_ showing all over the property. 

At present there are being operated three 
quarries. The New York quarry, which is 
located about half the distance up the hill- 
side, has a working floor of 160x100 feet, 
giving a floor space of 16,000 square feet, 
the back wall rising about 125 feet and the 
depth of the quarry in the front at the rail- 
road track level being about 40 feet. This 
quarry was named the New York quarry 
because it was opened at the time marble 
was being furnished for the New York 
Stock Exchange, and from this quarry the 
greater part of that marble was taken. The 
marble in the New York quarry has a pure 
white body, but shows some traces of blue 

| markings which have a wavy effect. This 
quarry produces, in addition to the marble 
which shows a slight amount of color, 2 
large percentage of practically pure white 
marble. 

As this quarry is about 50 feet at its 
opening above the other quarries which 
have been worked, there must be in the 
neighborhood of 200 feet of marble in the 
depth under the present working floor 
which is known to be salable marble, and 
the depth of the deposit has never been 

| reached. 

Spring quarry No. 1 is now 135 feet 
deep from the railroad track level in front, 
and is 200 feet deep at the back wall. In 
the open workings the quarry is 100x90 feet, 
giving a working floor of 9000 square fect 
which is open quarrying. At the back of 
Spring quarry No. 1 a tunnel is now be- 

ing driven under the overhanging marble 
| 80 feet; the roof of the tunnel is on a 45- 
| degree angle, and at the distance of 80 fect 
in a horizontal tunnel is being carried 
which can be extended into the hill to a 
| very great distance, because the marble in 
the deposit goes back about a mile to the 
back line of the property. ‘The size of the 
present working floor of the tunnel is 70x 
80 feet, giving a floor space of 5000 square 
| feet. Cores have been carried down about 
100 feet below the floor of this quarry, and 
show no change in the quality of the 
| marble.

oped, and this quarry is now about 15 feet 

in depth from the railroad track level in 
| front, and the size is 90x60 feet, giying a

| marble from the Spring quarry has a white 
body, with a faint blue cast, and some of 
the blocks show a distinct blue mottled 
effect which is in great demand for interior 
work. The marble takes a high polish, and 
is suitable texture for carving, statuary 
and similar work. The quarry equipment 
consists of a 50-ton-capacity steel derrick, 
two 40 to 50-ton-capacity wood derricks, 
with the necessary hoists, 12 Sullivan 
channeling machines and eight Ingersoll 
| sadder frames with drills, with the neces- 
| sary boiler equipment. 


The quarries are reached by the Georgia 
| Marble Co.’s railroad, with quite a heavy 
grade from the valley below, it being neces- 
sary to switch back to get to the upper 
| quarry on account of the elevation. 
| The marble mill, 410 feet long by 65 
| feet wide, is equipped with a 250-horse- 
| power engine and boiler, and also a water- 
| power which gives 100 horse-power. The 
| mill equipment includes 18 gangs and two 
rubbing beds, four planers, with the neces- 
| sary derricks, travelers, air compressor, 
dynamo, etc., to complete their equipment, 
| and also a complete machine shop. 
At the present time this company is 
| building a cutting shed, which will be 158 
| feet long by 72 feet wide, and will add four 
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rubbing beds as soon as this is completed. 

The quarry capacity is about 25,000 
cubie feet of blocks per month, and the 
marble is sold in block form to the trade 
and also in sawed stock for exterior, in- 
terior and monumental purposes. 

The company has recently cut and fur- 
nished the marble for the Bureau of Ameri- 
can Republics Building at Washington, D. 
C.; the Charlottesville (Va.) postoffice, the 
Gainesville (Ga.) postoflice, and the First 
National Bank of Lynchburg, Va., and the 
marble in block form for the statuary for 
the New York Public Library. The mar- 
ble from these quarries has been used in 
the following buildings:

Offices are maintained at both the plant at 
Marble Hill, Ga., and at Worcester, Mass. 
Also at Tate is the marble finishing works 
of George B. Sickles & Co. Up to two 
years ago this plant devoted itself almost 
exclusively to interior finish work, but 
since that time has added the branches of 
exterior and monumental work ; the greater 
part of its business, however, is still in the 
interior finish line. The bulk of its marble 
in block is purchased from the Georgia 
Marble Co. The business of this company 
has steadily grown, and three years ago it 
was necessary to enlarge the plant, with 
the result that today the company is doing 
40 per cent. more business than it did three 
years ago. The plant is equipped with 
eight gangs of saws, four rubbing beds and 
four polishing machines. 
is 65x150 feet, and is equipped with a 10-ton 
traveling crane. Compressed air is used 
altogether for the carving tools. About 
100 men are employed. Of that number, 
70 are actually engaged in the different 
operations of finishing the marble after it 
leaves the gang saws. This company has 
always made a specialty of interior work 
in Georgia marble, and has men in charge 
of the different departments who are ex- 
perts in their various lines, some of them 
having been with the company for 20 years. 
Practically all the mechanics are trained 
at the works. The principal sales of the 
company are made in the South, but prod- 
ucts are also sold in all parts of the coun- 
try. It recently furnished all of the inte- 
rior marble for the bathhouses of the East- 
ern New York Reformatory, located at 
Napanoch, which is close to some of the 
Vermont quarries.

This company does a large business in 
marble work in Texas, and is now furnish- 
ing Silver Gray Creole marble for the Pre- 
torian Building at Dallas. Mr. Sam Tate 
is also president of this company. 


The largest finishing plant of Georgia 
marble and the largest in the South is that 
of the Blue Ridge Marble Co., located at 
Nelson, Ga., about three miles from Tate. 
This plant, which has been established for 
25 years, has a most complete and modern 
equipment, and turns out all classes of ex- 
terior marble and interior finish, and also 
does a large wholesale monumental busi- 
ness, the average shipment of the latter 
being from 40 to 50 cars a month. Th» 
plant and storage yards cover about 15 
acres of land, and within the past three 
years the capacity of the plant was 
doubled. 

All exterior and interior work is fully 
completed at the plant, and the company 
also maintains an erecting department for 
putting the material in place, it feeling 
that in this way the best results can be ob- 
tained and the work so set up as to be a 
credit to themselves and to Georgia marble. 

The company is especially well equipped 
to take on heavy turned work, having 
among other equipment one large lathe 
capable of turning work seven feet in diam- 
eter and 30 feet long. Other equipment 
includes 21 gang saws, 7 rubbing beds, 5 
planers, large fluting machine, 6 lathes of 
various sizes, 5 polishing machines, includ- 
ing one very large one. Running the entire 
length of the cutting shop is a 15-ton trav- 
eling electric crane, while in the storage 
yards two locomotive cranes, one of 20 tons 
capacity and other of 5 tons capacity, are 
used. The entire plant is operated by elec- 
tricity, the gangs being driven by two large 
motors and other groups of machinery by 
individual drive. Pneumatic tools are used 
exclusively for carving purposes. 
for all purposes is furnished by a 400- 
horse-power steam and electric generating 
plant. 

Altogether from 250 to 300 men are em- 
ployed, one-half of these being expert me- 
chanics. Such auxiliaries as machine and 
blacksmith shops and supply house are 
maintained for taking care of any break- 
downs that may occur. Among the recent

Notable in- 
terior work which this company has done in 
the past includes the Betz Building and the 
Drexel Institute in Philadelphia; St. 
Cecilia’s Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., and the 
Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, Ill. 

The Georgia Marble Finishing Works at 
Canton, Ga., is said to be the second largest 
finishing plant in the South. 
confined almost altogether to monumental 
work, and is, in fact, one of the largest pro- 
ducers of monumental work in the coun- 
try. Nearly all of its monuments and 
tombstones are shipped in the finished 
form, although some marble is sent out in 
dimension stock to dealers who finish it. 
Shipments of monumental marble are 
made from these works to every State in 
the Union, and on an average about three 
40,000-pound cars are sent out daily from 
the plant. 

During the last two years there has been 
a marked increase in the demand for Geor-

been more marked in the finer character of 
work than any other. For working up its 
finished products this company uses marble 

| from the quarries of the Georgia Marble 
Co., the Southern Marble Co. and the 
Regal Blue quarries of the Casparis Marble 
Co. of Regal, N. C., the entire output of 
which is controlled by them. Some Italian 
marble is also used. 


The company’s plant covers about four 
acres of land, and is directly on the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad. The plant in- 
cludes 18 gangs of saws, 6 rubbing beds, 4 
turning lathes, 48-inch Patch diamond saw 
and 3 Patch & Lincoln polishing machines. 
Its storage yard is equipped with a 20-ton 
Northern electric crane having a span of 
50 feet and a runway of 300 feet. 

Another important finishing works in 
this field is the Kennesaw Marble Co. of 
Marietta, Ga. This company’s piant was 
destroyed by fire on January 1, but imme- 
diate steps were taken to rebuild it. A 
contract has been awarded for construct- 
ing a steel-frame building with brick walls, 
so that it will be of fireproof materials. 
The main building will be 431 feet long, 
51 feet wide on the sawing end and {4 
feet wide on the finishing end. The plant 
will be equipped with 15 gangs of saws, to- 
gether with necessary planers, polishing 
machines, lathes, rubbing beds, carborun- 
dum machines, etc.- All of the marble- 
working machinery will be furnished by the 
F. R. Patch Manufacturing Co. of Rut- 
land, Vt. A machine shop, shipping-room 
and power-house will also be constructed. 
About 350 horse-power will be generated, 
and one-half of the mill will be driven by 
electricity and one-half by direct belt drive. 
In the storage yard is a Niles-Bement- 
Pond traveling crane of 25 tons capacity, 
having a span of 70 feet and a runway of 
350 feet, while the shop will contain 4 
Northern crane of five tons capacity and a 
span of 50 feet. 

It is the purpose of the company to make 
this plant the most modern and complete in 
all details in the South, and the equal of 





any in equipment in the country. When 
finished it will have a capacity for sawing 
completely for all classes of work 6f be- 
tween 8000 and 10,000 cubic feet of block 
marble per month. Between 100 and 150 
men will be employed. 


This company also owns the Verd An- 
tique quarry at Holly Springs, Ga., but 
leases it to the Georgia Verd Antique Mar- 
ble Co, of Chicago, Lil., which operates it. 
This is the only quarry of its kind in 
Georgia, and the marble, which is some- 
what similar to Vermont and imported 
Alps Green, is used for interior decorative 
work. The company’s output consists of 
monumental and interior work, but with 
the completion of the new plant more of 
the latter will be undertaken, as it will 
be especially equipped to handle more of it. 
Among the jobs completed or to be fur- 
nished by this company may be mentioned 
that for the Rhodes Building, Atlanta, 
Ga.; the Patten Hotel, Chattanooga, 
Tenn. ; the Truitt residence, Suffolk, Va. ; 
United States postoffice, Lake Charles, 
La., and the Brisbie Building, Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 

These various quarrying companies and 
finishing plants constitute the leaders in 
this section, although there are also a num- 
ber of other smaller firms engaged in the 
finishing business. Al! of these plants are 
able at a small expense to enlarge their 
facilities to meet any demands that may be 
put upon them, and as Georgia marble for 
exterior and interior work, as well as for 
monumental work, has now become broadly 
recognized and appreciated, those engaged 
in the industry are fully justified in their 
estimation that the demand for it is going 
to more and more rapidly increase every 
year. 

Georgia is fortunate in possessing such 
a valuable asset, and one which is carrying 
its name to all parts of the country. Geor- 
gia is equally fortunate in that it possessed 
the right kind of men to develop its marble 
and exploit it on a broad scale.

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President Finley on the Southern Cotton Situation, 


President W. W. Finley of the Southern 
Railway Co. writes to the MANUFACTUR- 
ERS’ RECORD : 

“My close business association with the 
South and my intense interest in every- 
thing bearing on Southern prosperity 
prompts me to write to you. on the present 
outlook for agriculture in the South with 
special reference to the cotton situation. 
The world demand for cotton is contantly 
increasing. Dr. 8S. A. Knapp of the United 
States Agricultural Department has esti- 
mated that it doubles once in about 22 
years. This means that the farmers of 
our section will be called upon for larger 
supplies in future years. ‘The practical 
| question is how this increased demand can 





be supplied so as to yield the largest mar- 
gin of profit to our farmers. 

“Coincident with the increased demand 
for cotton the prices of grains, forage crops 
and meat products of al! kinds are advanc- 
ing. I do not believe, therefore, that it 
should be the policy of our farmers to in- 
crease their cotton production by planting 
larger areas, to the exclusion of other 
crops or the neglect of live-stock growing. 
I would suggest, on the contrary, that 
more attention be given to the diversifica- 
tion of crops and to live-stock, and that 
cotton production be increased by the adop- 
tion of those methods of seed selection, soil 
preparation and cultivation which will re- 
sult in larger yields per acre. There is 









50 


reason to believe that the demand for cot- 
ton will generally maintain the price at a 
level that will make intensive cultivation 
profitable, but if conditions should be such 
as to depress the price in some seasons, 
the farmer who has grown his own corn 
and meat, and who has live-stock and other 
farm products for sale, will be affected 
much less by the low price of cotton than 
will he who has nothing for sale but cot- 
ton, and who must buy meat for his family 
and feed for his work animals. I believe 
that the South can keep pace with th? 
growing demand for cotton, and can at 
the same time increase its output of other 
farm products. 

“It may be objected that the possible 
spread of the Mexican cotton boll-weevil 
east of the Mississippi River will tend to 
reduce the average production per acre in 
the areas affected and make it impossible 
to keep pace with the demand for cotton 
without increasing the acreage at the ex- 
pense of other crops. I believe that a 
study of the effect of the weevil in the 
localities where it has been longest presen: 
does not sustain this objection; in fact, 
while the weevil is the most serious insect 
pest that the cotton-grower has been called 
upon to combat, it has been demonstrate 
that by the adoption of proper methods it 
can be so far controlled that substantially 
as large yields per acre can be obtained 
as before its invasion, and, what is of 
more importance to the South as a whole, 
the methods that have been developed in 
fighting the weevil are identically those 
which will serve to increase the production 
per acre in those localities where the in- 
sect is unknown. They are methods, there- 
fore, the adoption of which in regions 
where the weevil exists is imperative, but 
which may be adopted with profit by the 
cotton-grower in any part of the South. 

“The weevil crossed the Rio Grande into 
Texas about 1892, but did not attract gen- 
eral attention until 1894, since which year, 
as the area in which it is present has 
gradually increased, the insect itself an] 
methods of controlling it have been sub- 
jects of constant study by the United 
States Agricultural Department, State 
agricultural officials and intelligent farm- 
ers. Its gradual spread is illustrated by 
the accompanying chart of the cotton belt. 
The direction and extent of its future 
spread cannot be predicted with certainty, 
but the farmers east of the Mississippi 
have the great advantage of the knowledg> 
and experience gained in the campaign 
that has been waged against it for 16 years 
in the territory west of the river, where it 
has been demonstrated that cotton can be 
grown successfully and profitably in spite 
of its presence. 

“This may be illustrated by some facts 
as to production under boll-weevil condi- 
tions. In the State of Texas the area in 
which it is present, as shown by the ac- 
companying chart of that State, has been 
approximately the same since 1906, em- 
bracing by far the greater part of the cot- 
ton-growing area of the State. Yet the 
two largest crops ever produced in Texas— 
those of 1906 and 1908—were grown 
under these boll-weevil conditions. There 
are fluctuations in the size of the crop in 
Texas as well as in other parts of the cot- 
ton belt, but where scientific methods of 
combatting it are adopted these fluctua- 
tions are due not so much to the presence 
of the boll-weevil as to weather conditions. 
Thus the crop of 1909 in Texas was more 
than 1,000,000 bales below the crop of 
1908, but Dr. Knapp has expressed the 
opinion that, but for the excessively hot 
and dry weather which prevailed in the 
middle of the growing season the yield 
would haye been the largest in the history 
of cotton growing in the State. He points 
out as significant the fact that the greatest 
decrease as compared with 1908 was in 





the dry western part of the State, where 
the weevil is least prevalent, while in the 
eastern counties, where the insect is most 
numerous, there was the least falling off 
Dr. Knapp estimates roughly that the 
falling off in the eastern part of the State, 
where the weevil was the worst, was only 
about 7 per cent.; in the central part 
about 28 per cent., and in the western 
spart, where the weevil is less prevalent, 
about 51 per cent., tending to show thar 
the short crop in Texas in 1909 should not 
be charged to the weevil, but to the un- 
Fluctua- 
tions in yield due to weather conditions 
are inevitable whether the weevil is pres- 
ent or not. Thus Calhoun county/ Ala- 
bama, which has never had a boll-weeyil 


favorable weather conditions. 


in it, had an unfavorable season in 1902 
and produced 8811 bales, but two yeara 
later, under favorable weather conditions, 
the yield of the county was more than 
twice as much—18,527 bales. 

“In localities west of the Mississippi 
the appearance of the weevil was followed 
by a decline in production, but with the 
adoption of the methods recommended by 
the Agricultural Department and th? 
State officials, improved results were soon 
attained. 

“In Limestone county, Texas, the nor- 
mal production before the boll-weevil ap- 
peared was about 50,000 bales. In 1902 
the county produced 52,562 bales. In 1903 
the weevil cut the crop down to 17,039 
bales. The Agricultural Department 
methods of combatting the insect were in- 
troduced and the production rose to 41,- 
902 bales in 1904; 38,110 bales in the sea- 
son of 1905, when the weather conditions 
were unfavorable; 72,320 in 1906, when 
weather conditions were favorable; 36,253 
under the unfavorable weather conditions 
of 1907; 70,525 in 1908, when the weather 
was favorable, and 50,184 under the un- 
favorable weather conditions of 1909. 

“Harrison county, Texas, had a normal 
production of about 20,000 bales before the 

It did not become de- 
1906, when in spite of 
favorable weather conditions, the crop was 
reduced to 18,131 bales. The next year. 
with a combination of the weevil and un- 
favorable weather conditions, it fell to 
7883 bales. In 1908, with a favorable 
season and the general adoption of Agri- 
cultural Department methods, it rose to 
16,844 bales, and in the unfavorable sea- 
son of 1909 the crop was 16,983 bales. 

“In De Soto parish, Louisiana, the nor- 
mal yield before the appearance of the 
weevil was about 29,000 bales. The wee- 
vil and generally unfavorable conditions 
cut this down to 6343 bales in 1907. The 
adoption of Agricultural Departmen‘ 
methods resulted in a crop of 13,625 bales 
in 1908, and, although weather conditions 
were less favorable in 1909, the parish 
produced 14,190 bales, showing the same 
tendency to return to normal productive- 
ness noted in the Texas counties. At the 
same time, in those localities where the 
weevil has been present for a series of 
years, there has been a marked develop- 
ment of diversified agriculture, which has 
been highly beneficial to the farmers. 

“The above figures show that in the re- 
gion west of the Mississippi the appear- 
ance of the weevil has generally been fol- 
lowed by a marked decline in production 
for from one to three years, until the 
farmers could learn and put into practice 
the methods necessary for its control. 
This emphasizes the importance of the im- 
mediate adoption of those methods in the 
regions wheer it has not yet appeared. If 
it should subsequently spread to them it 
will find the farmers prepared and the 
damage will be minimized, and the experts 
of the Agricultural Department are agreed 
that, in the meantime, the production of 
cotton per acre will be largely increased.

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I think there can be no doubt that the co*- 


ton-growers west of the Mississippi River 
could have maintained substantially their 
normal production if they had not waited 
until the appearance of the boll-weevil be- 
fore adopting improved methods. I be- 
lieve, therefore, that it is of the utmost 
importance that the farmers east of the 
river should adopt these methods whether 
they are in territory immediately threat- 
ened by the weevil or not. 

“The methods that the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture strongly urges 
upon cotton-growers everywhere, with a 
view to obtaining increased yields without 
increasing acreage and in connection with 
diversified farming, and which, at the 
same time, are the methods necessary for 
the contro] of the boll-weevil, are that seed 
shall be carefully selected with a view to 
the production of early varieties with th> 
dwarf habit, fruiting close to the ground 
and producing large bolls of cotton with a 
good length of staple; that preparation of 
the soil should be commenced by deep plow- 
ing early in the winter, followed by har- 
rowing once or twice during the winter; 
that the seed bed should be thoroughly 
prepared and the seed planted as early as 
the soil has become warm enough to insure 
rapid germination; that shallow cultiva- 
tion should thereafter be commenced as 
early as possible, and should be continued 
constantly until some of the bolls begin to 
open ; that excessively wet lands should be 
drained or devoted to other crops; that 
farmers throughout the cotton belt should 
practice diversification and crop rotation, 
and that they should generally give more 
attention to live-stock. 

“The Department of Agriculture has 
published pamphlets containing full in- 
formation as to these improved methods 
of growing cotton. I shall be glad to pro- 
cure copies of these circulars and send 
them to any cotton-growers who may write 
to me at my office, Washington, D. C., 
and I am authorized to state that they will 
be sent direct to any grower who will ad- 
dress an application to the Agricultural 
Department at Washington.” 


FOUR OKLAHOMA CITIES. 


Typical of Material Development in 
the New State. 


[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. }j 
Oklahoma City, Okla., April 9. 
The development of Oklahoma from a 
wild Indian reservation to one of the great 
States of the American Union, with 
1,950,000 population in 19 years, is a rec- 





ord for real progress never equaled by any 
other Commonwealth in the Union. The 
new State has an area of 70,430 square 
miles. The foundations of the State have 
only been laid, a little more of the brush 
has been cleared away, and a solid basis 
for the enduring structure that has been 
planned. As an agricultural State it takes 
high rank even now, when only a very 
small per cent. of the tillable land has been 
brought under cultivation. The impetus 
given to the agricultural interests by the 
removal of restrictions on the sale of 
9,000,000 acres of Indian land will caus: 
all material interests to expand as never 
before dreamed of. The effect will be the 
further development of the railroads and 
building of larger cities at commercial cen- 
ters. 

The mineral wealth of the State is very 
great. Twenty valuable minerals are found 
in the Commonwealth. The most impor- 
tant are coal, lead and zinc, asphalt, mar- 
ble, glass sand, gypsum and salt. It 
is no wonder, therefore, the several town~< 
and commercial centers are growing. 
Let me cite a few of the live, wide-awake 
towns in this growing State, all struggling 
for commercial and industria] supremacy. 

Sapulpa, the county-seat of Creek 
county, has a population of 16,000, having 


increased 51 per cent. during the past 12 
months. It is essentially a factory town, 
and is located in the center of the Mid- 
Continent oil and gas district. The Glenn 
Pool field, which is the largest single oil 
field the world has ever known, adjoins 
the city limits. There are 3000 active oil 
wells within a radius of 10 miles of this 
city. In Sapulpa is the second largest 
foundry in the State. A packing-house 
with a daily capacity of 1000 head is prac- 
tically completeé. A_ half-million-dollar 
stee] plant is in course of construction. A 
large cotton compress, several brick plants, 
one of the largest oil refineries in the coun- 
try and many other important industries 
are located here. 

The transportation facilities are admir- 
able. The Frisco system maintains di- 
vision headquarters and shops at this 
point, its annual payroll here being $2,- 
350,000. This railway system has some 
30 miles of side-tracks in this city. The 
increase in tonnage and passengers han- 
dled at this point is proportionately the 
greatest of any station on.the system. The 
Sapulpa Interurban Railway provides fre- 
quent service between the principal points 
in the city, and its interurban construction 
has penetrated the Glenn Pool oil fields 
and is being rapidly pushed to completion. 

There is here an electric plant which 
furnishes light and power on reasonable 
A gas company provides an ade- 
quate supply of natural fuel and illumi- 
nating gas both for domestic and manufac- 
turing purposes. The city has good water- 
works and a sewerage system. During the 
past year bonds were voted to greatly en- 
large the former. About six miles of 
street paving were put down last year, and 
the same amount for 1910 is now under 
contract. Says Mr. Bryan Snyder, secre- 
tary of the Sapulpa Chamber of Commerce 
and Traffic Bureau : 

“Sapulpa is growing with a momentum 
that challenges the admiration of even the 
most pessimistic man in the State. There 
are today greater actual assets behind Sa- 
pulpa than one can possibly imagine at 
first glance. Property valuations, al- 
though they have been doubled annually 
in recent years, are still below the prevail- 
ing prices in contemporary cities. There 
is possibly more actual wealth within a 
radius of 10 miles of this city than in any 
No town 


terms. 


area of equal size in Oklahoma. 
in the State furnishes more wages per 
capita, nor offers better opportunity for 
the wage-earner, and no town in the State 
is doing more building of every character, 
in proportion to its population, than Sa- 
pulpa, and none can show better reasons 
possibly for future advancement. The 
Chamber of Commerce will be glad to send 
further information to parties wishing to 
know more of our city, a city progressing 
along practical and utilitarian lines of 
what a modern manufacturing center 
should be.” 

Mr. Henry G. Beard, the first man to 
build a house in Shawnee, says: 

“Realty values in Sapulpa are as fine 
an investment as to be found in any sec- 
tion of our growing State, and during the 
coming year I look for greater investments 
than have ever taken place in our ‘city, for 
the reason we have so many things to at- 
tract the capitalist and investor.” 

Guthrie, the capital of the State, is an- 
other city showing thrift and enterprise. 
Unlike many capital cities, the seat of 
State government, it does not depend upon 
politics nor the politician for advance- 
ment. It goes ahead on commercial and 
industrial lines on the same ratio of the 
lawmakers, but possibly on stronger an‘ 
more enduring lines. Here is a resume of 
what Guthrie accomplished during the 


past year: 
A $150,000 convention hall has been 
completed on the Capitol square, which 
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place has always been reserved for the per- 
manent Capitol, and exclusive use has 
been given to the State for legislative pur- 
poses for a period of five years free of 
charge. One million dollars has been pro- 
vided for street paving, 15 miles being con- 
structed of asphalt and five miles of brick. 
A bond election has been held for $125,000 
for additional fire equipment, extension of 
water mains and sewers, and improvement 
of parks. A $75,000 bonus was raised 
which secured for the city the Mountain 
Valley & Plains Railroad, which is con- 
sidered the greatest accomplishment made 
by the Chamber of Commerce during the 
year. This railroad, when completed, will 
run almost on an air line to Cimarron, 
New Mexico. It will be 450 miles in 
length, and open a trade territory to the 
capital city of the most fertile farming 
lands of the State, and at the terminus of 
the road in New Mexico are to be found 
A $75,000 packing 
plant is under construction, all stock be- 
ing subscribed by This 
plant will be strictly modern, and employ 
a large number of hands when completed.

Thirty thousand dollars has lately been 
expended for a new modern filtration plant 
and $60,000 for additiona] storm sewers. 

The Guthrie School and Office Furni- 
ture Factory was recently secured (capi- 
tal stock $100,000), being the only fac- 
tory of its kind west of the Mississippi 
River. This plant will employ 100 hands 
when running full capacity, and will turn 
out 200 desks per day. A $100,000 de 
partment store has just been erected and 
a $50,000 Methodist Episcopal Church is 
now nearing completion. W. A. Raysen, 
secretary of Guthrie’s Chamber of Com- 
merce, says: 

“Our

any growth that has ever been recorded in 
We are destined 
to become a great manufacturing center, 
and the time is not far distant. Cotton is 
King, and Oklahoma is the King Cotton 
State.

E! Reno, known as the managing center 
in the Southwest of the great Rock Island 
ssytem, is*a bustling, growing city with a 
population of 15,000. The growth of El 
Reno has been phenomenal. The city gov- 
ernment has been compelled to expend 
something over $2,500,000 for needed im- 
provements, such as _ building electric 
street-car lines, constructing five miles of 
additional city sewers, paving the streets, 
extending the water, gas and electric-light 
plants, for which more than $750,000 will 
be paid out this spring for labor and ma- 
terial. A bond issue of $250,000 will soon 
be voted on for the extension of the present 
water-works system. Fifty thousand dol- 














lars has already been voted for the new 


city hall, $20,000 for two new fire sta- 
tions, and soon bonds of $40,000 will be 
issued for the building of the new high 
school. The recent completion of the El 
Reno Packing & Provision Co.'s plant, 
costing $225,000, has been a great step 
forward for this city on industrial lines. 
It is one of the most modern plants of its 
character that has been erected in the 
State, and operations for slaughtering 
will be begun in about two weeks. Thir- 
teen miles of paved streets, costing $650,- 
000, has been laid during the past six 
months. The El Reno & Interurban 
Street Railway will soon be in operation. 
The line extends between El] Reno and 
Oklahoma City, 28 miles. The city is now 
having laid four and six-inch 1500 pounds 
test line pipe for gas main extension, with 
the purpose of supplying natural gas 
throughout the entire city. Already El 
Reno has 18 miles of gas mains. One of 
the new industries started is now making 
48 machines a day, and has been so suc- 
cessful that it has been compelled to 
double the size of their plant. One of the 
really important factors in the growth of 
EF] Reno has been the wide-awake public 
spirit of its citizens and the realization of 
the importance of securing manufacturing 
plants. The city has a standing offer of 
$100,000 to offer as bonuses for bona fide 
manufactories seeking location in this city. 
The E! Reno china plant, one of the larg- 
est manufacturing plants in the South- 
west, costing $150,000, and to employ 250 
skilled 
The city of El Reno is practically out of 
debt ; 97 per cent. of the homes and busi- 
ness buildings are paid for and unencum- 
bered, and a surplus of $1,800,000 in the 
banks. Secretary H. 8. Engle of the Com- 
mercial Club says:

“El Reno has far outgrown all expecta- 
tions. The momentum of growth has 
probably had no equal throughout the 
State. We have built upon sane, safe and 
stable foundations. The big railroad sys- 
tems have recognized this fact. The Rock 
Island Railway is today constructing ter- 
minals which when completed will cost in 
excess of $1,000,000, give employment to 
1000 men, which alone will add thousands 
to our population and represent a monthy 
payroll of more than $125,000. No better 
business opportunities exist in the coun- 
try than will be found in El Reno. Rental 
buildings pay readily 10 to 20 per cent. on 
the investment. Reasonable prices for 
building sites are fully guaranteed. El 
Reno could easily put on the market today 
100 dwellings, and before the expiration 
of 24 hours they could all be rented at 
good prices. The incoming 6f people to E! 
Reno is becoming so great that it is almost 
impossible to house them all. The Rock 
Island Railway Co, has asked for 200 
houses within 90 days to care for its em- 
ployes coming here. El] Reno offers to the 
man of means, as well as to the manufac- 
turer, many opportunities and advantages 
for judicious investments. It only needs 
people to come here to be convinced of the 
golden opportunities El] Reno is holding 
out.” 

Okmulgee is almost in the exact center 
of Okmulgee county, which is a little north 
of the center of the State. The city is in 
line due south of nearly all of the great 
oil development of the Mid-Continent oil 
field, comprising a territory about 40 
miles east and west, running through the 
State north and south. It lies in a terri- 
tory which has about equal wooded and 
prairie area, the territory west being a fine 
body of hardwood timber about 30 miles 
wide by about 80 miles long north and 
south. 

Okmulgee is the largest town in the 
county. Henryetta, 14 miles south, with 


| a population of 3500, is the second town in | 





size. Okmulgee’s population in 1904 was 
1240; in 1907, 3110; on January 1, 1910, 
6250. It is the old capitol of the Creek 
Indian nation, and the old stone capitol 
buiiding is now used by the county as 2 
courthouse for the holding of district, 
county and probate sessions. Showing 
what a town of 6250 population is doing, 
let me cite the following improvements 
which have been accomplished within the 
past seven months: Two miles of paved 
street, brick, costing $137,000; new via- 
duct over Okmulgee Creek, $7000; storm- 
sewer system, costing $80,000; sanitary 
sewer system, extension, $82,000; water 
system, $120,000; public-school buildings, 
$100,000. 


Soon to be constructed, with estimates 
already presented to the City Council, are 
natural asphalt pavements, an Oklahoma 
costing $37,000. During the 
early summer contracts will be let for 
seven miles of concrete sidewalks.

A sani- 
tary sewer sytem of three miles, costing 
$8500, has already been approved by the 
City Council. Okmulgee county has al- 
ready built 16 highway bridges, all steel 
and of modern construction, these bridges 
ranging from 28 feet to 120 feet in length, 
costing $38,000. 

An effort is now on foot to straighten 
Deep Fork of the Canadian River, drain- 
ing a territory of about 100 square miles 
distant from Okmulgee about two miles. 
The Legislature of Oklahoma has peti- 
tioned the United States Government to 
make a survey of the drainage system to 
see if it is practicable, and the Secretary 
of Agriculture at Washington, D. C., has 
authorized the survey to be made, Thi: 
project will reclaim 60,000 acres of land 
subject to overflow, which is now worth 
from $2 to $10 per acre, which when re- 
claimed will be worth from $100 to $150 
per acre. This land, it is estimated, will 
produce a bale and a half of cotton to the 
acre, 82 bushels of corn per acre and two 
crops of Irish potatoes of 220 bushels per 
acre. 

Okmulgee has two branches of the 
Frisco system, one the main line from St. 
Louis and Kansas City to Texas, the 
other a connecting branch from Fayette- 
ville, Ark., on the Springfield and Paris 
division, to Okmulgee. There is a third 
railroad, the Missouri, Okmulgee & Gulf, 
which is under construction from Wag- 
Muskogee, and 
which will connect with Okmulgee, run- 
ning down to Denison, Tex. There will 
also, in a short time, be a continuation of 
this railroad running through from Okmul- 
gee to Shawnee, which will traverse the 
richest agricultural and timber lands in 
the State. This will open up a region 
lying west of the town some 30 miles wide 
by 80 miles long, which is densely covered 
with a body of oak, hickory ash and wal- 
nut timber. Several manufacturers have 
made an exhaustive examination of these 
timber lands, the natural gas conditions 
and the transportation facilities during 
the past six months, and it is but a ques- 
tion of a short time until there will be 
some manufacturing enterprises estab- 
lished to work this timber. Within the 
last week a woodworking plant has se- 
cured a location from the Chamber of 
Commerce. This company will employ 40 
men, and will manufacture bank and store 
and general inside fixtures and sash and 
doors. At the present time there is in opera- 
tion an oil refinery costing $100,000 and 
uow having an output of marketable oils, 
burning, lubricating, etc., valued at $1000 
per day. There is also a farm implement 
and oil well supply manufacturing plant 
in Okmulgee, employing 40 men. The fol- 
lowing factories are negotiating for loca- 
tion at Okmulgee: A glass company, em- 
ploying 150 men; a canning factory, 2

woodworking plant and a machine plant 
employing 150 men. 

The supply of natural gas within seven 
miles of Okmulgee now approximates 80,- 
000,000 feet per day, and will operate 
many desirable industries in Okmulgee. 
This immense flow is not yet 60 days old, 
and is already attracting widespread inter- 
est and inquiry. Arrangements are being 
made to supply gas to large consumers for 
three cents per 1000 eubie feet. Within 
three miles of Okmulgee is found an inex- 
haustible supply of glass sand, which has 
been tested 99 per cent. pure for glass- 
manufacturing purposes, The city of 
Okmulgee is the center of oil development 
in every direction but the west. Follow- 
ing are locations of various fields: Bald 
Hill. 10 miles northeast of the city; Mor- 
ris, an extensive field, seven miles south- 
east; Schueter, seven miles south of the 
city ; Tiger Flats, which bids fair to be one 
of the great oil fields of the Mid-Continent 
district, is six miles southwest of Okmul- 
gee. Preston, one of the largest oil fields, 
was discovered August 1, 1909. This field 
has caused such widespread attention that 
the eyes of all the oil world are upon it. 
Its oil is the best refining grade yet found 
in the Mid-Continent field. It is only 
about four miles from the famous “Glenn 
Pool,” and from present developments it is 
safe to assume that 4000 wells will be 
drilled within the next four years. Okmul- 
gee has a city traction line which will be- 
gin operation on April 6, and has made ali 
preparations to push through to the oil 
fields at Preston. This line should be 
completed by early fall, as there are only 
about seven miles between the two places. 
Three oil well supply companies expect to 
locate here immediately to meet the de- 
mands of the various oil fields on all sides. 
Says Mr. John A. Belford, secretary of the 
Okmulgee Chamber of Commerce : 

“The developments of oil and gas have 
been so recent and in such unusual! quanti- 
ties that it is reasonably safe to assume 
that with all the natural resources, advan- 
tages and possibilities of Okmulgee, a pop- 
ulation of 15,000 within the next two 
years may be confidently expected. We in- 
vite investigation and seek capital and in- 
dustries to our midst, feeling assured that 
the prospective investor and manufacturer 
will not be disappointed.” 

These towns herein mentioned in the 
fast and growing State of Oklahoma are 
but duplicates in the many sections 
throughout the Commonwealth. The 
achievement of Statehood has heen not 
merely an epoch-marking milestone—it 
has been the focal point in the history of 
Oklahoma and the future of the State in- 
dustrially, financially and commercially 
cannot adequately be measured or com- 
puted.

Birmingham Iron Market. 
[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record.) 
Birmingham, Ala., April 11. 

Another. week has passed, and we are 
confronted with practically the same con- 
ditions as existed the previous week. One 
of the leading iron brokers here sold the 
first part of the week 1000 tons on basis 
of $13 and $13.50 per ton at the furnace. 
Quite a little iron was sold in small lots 
ranging from 50 to 100 tons for both prompt 
and forward delivery. The majority of 
furnace interests look upon the market 
as being $12.50 per ton for prompt ship- 
ment and through the second quarter. For 
the third quarter and last half $13 to 
$13.50 per ton is asked for standard iron. 
The warrant iron in the district has come 
to cut practically no figure in the way of 
bearing the market, as very little of it is 
being offered at this time under present 
conditions. In calling on the different in- 
terests this week to sound the situation 
I was impressed by the move that several 


of the larger ones have taken with refer- 
ence to sales at this time, and it would 
seem to be a wise one from the standpoint 
of both buyer and seller, and will have a 
tendency to expedite the return of some 
established price so that both interests may 
kuow how to formulate their future work- 
ing plans. ‘They have taken their iron 
salesmen off the road in order to eliminate 
the impression that iron is trying to be 
forced on the market. 

Cast-iron pipe market holds its own, 
and that is about the most encouraging fea- 
ture to it. None of the iocal plants seems 
to be handicapped for lack of orders, and 
scattering sales are made from time to 
time. Orders on books are being filled 
promptly, and with the very favorable 
open weather there is no tendency what- 
ever to hold up shipments. Following 
prices per net ton f. o. b. cars are quoted: 
Four-inch, $24; 6, 8 and 10-inch, $22; 
12-inch and over, average $21, with $1 4 
ton extra for gaspipe; fittings, $60. 

Probably the dullest market connected 
with the iron industry is old material. 
The demand is very slack, and there seems 
to be no disposition on the part of buyers 
to place additional business, except where 
a bargain is found. Local dealers have 
been piling scrap on their yards and at 
points where it is assembled for some time, 
One prominent dealer is quoted as saying 
that he has exhausted his bank account 
buying scrap. 

It is understood that Lynchburg, Va., 
interests bought the Woodstock Iron Co. 
plant at Anniston the past week at trus- 
tees’ sale. The buyers are men of excel- 
lent business standing and experience, and 
every indication points to successful opera- 
tion of the plant when it is ready to go in. 
Some very important repairs will have to 
be made on the plant, consisting of addi- 
tional blowing power and probably a hot 
blast stove or two. 

Mr. R. Lancaster Williams of the bank- 
ing-house of Middendorf, Williams & Co 
of Baltimore was in Birmingham the past 
week. He spent some time going over the 
properties of the Alabama Consolidated 
Coal & Iron Co., and when asked what he 
thought of them said: “I think the com- 
pany’s holdings are very valuable, and was 
much impressed with what I saw.”

Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio 


Railway in North Carolina.

[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 
Johnson City, Tenn., April 9. 

A new railroad is of special value in the 
way of disclosing geological formation 
over which it passes, and gives large value 
to minerals which otherwise could not be 
marketed. .The Carolina, Clinchfield & 
Ohio Railway, with headquarters at John- 
son City, has recently been constructed at 
an enormous expense from the coal fields 
of Southwest Virginia across the State of 
Tennessee and North Carolina to Spar- 
tanburg, S. C. From its ability to furnish 
cheap fuel and economic distribution to 
the mineral resources of Western North 
Carolina, it promises to be of much value 
to the States. 

The Geological Survey of North Caro- 
lina, under the direction of Dr. Joseph 
Hyde Pratt, has recently been examining 
the territory contiguous to the road, and 
in a preliminary statement says in part: 

“The mica deposits in Rutherford coun- 
ty, two and one-half miles north of Ruth- 
erford, were visited, but it was found that 
no work had been done here for over two 


years. Undoubtedly considerable good 


mica has been obtained here, as evidenced | 





by the large amount of scrap around on 
the dumps. Probably from 30 to 50 tons 
of scrap mica could be obtained from this 
mine. There was a small deposit of good 
kaolin in one shaft of this property of fine 
quality, and the pegmatites of this section 
are worthy of investigation as a possible 
source of supply of kaolin. 

“In the vicinity of Marion, McDowell 
county, there are some deposits of clay 
that are capable of building up a trade ‘nu 
brick. The clay should make brick that 
would stand shipments to distant points 
and would be very good quality. Th> 
chances are, however, that the demands 
for the brick would be more east anfl west 
than north and south of Marion. 

“The most promising deposits in Me 
Dowell county are the limestone deposits 
west from Sevier. These limestone depos- 
its are also encountered one and a half or 
two miles southwest from Sevier, on the 
land of the North Carolina Bessemer. Co. 
Here the marble outcrops very prominently 
and forms hills 100 feet or more in height, 
making good quarry sites for stone for 
crushing and for building. 

“While a large amount of this marble is 
unsuitable for building stone, on account 
of the frequency of joint planes and partly 
on account of impurities, there are large 
outcrops showing few joints and having 
every evidence that it would make a satis 
factory building stone and capable of be- 
ing worked economically. The marble is 
bluish to perfectly white, and very harJ. 
Two miles southwest from the property of 
the North Carolina Bessemer Co. or three 
to three and a half miles from Sevier, on 
land belonging to the estate of the laie 
Colonel Yancey, the formation is nearer a 
limestone than a marble. 
has been burned, and it is said to make a 
strong lime, but it is hard to burn. The 
stone breaks with sharp edges, and it seems

to me is very suitable for concrete work. 
Water-power could probably be developed 
in the vicinity and power transmitted to 
the quarry, so that crusher, drills, chan- 
nellers, ete., could be operated by elec- 
tricity. 

“Some iron ore has been found in con- 
nection with the marble, one and a half 
miles west of Sevier, but none of the ram- 
ples that we found were of any value in 
iron ores. A similar iron ore occurs on 
the land of the North Carolina Bessemer 
Co., and seems to be of a considerably bet- 
ter quality, and a forge was worked here 
a good many years ago, and is said to have 
produced iron for local demand. Similar 
ore occurs on the land of C. J, H. Terry 
of Woodlawn. 

“On the southeast side of Marion there 
is a deposit of soapstones, very similar in 
color and appearance to that quarried at 
the National soapstone quarry, in Nelson 
county, Virginia, where it is sawed and 
made into tubs. It represents one of the 
most valuable mineral industries of that 
State.

“This county is noted for its mica min- 
ing, but has thus far done little or nothing 
in the way of developing a market for the 
quartz and feldspar which occur so abun- 
dantly in the pegmatic dikes in which is 
found the mica. A great deal of the quartz 
found associated with the mica can be ob- 
tained in nearly a pure condition, and is of 
a quality that could be used in the manu- 
facture of glass as well as for the other 
purposes mentioned above. When it is 
considered that there is sufficient water- 
power available to develop power for 
grinding quartz, it seems to me that there 
is a great possibility for developing trade 
in this mineral. 

“Feldspar that is suitable for pottery 
purposes occur at the Young mine, Dobag, 
Yancey county; Irby mine, Sprucepine, 
Mitchell county; Avery’s Meadows mine, 
Tree, Mitchell Tollyben 
mine, Micaville, Yancey county; Flat 
Rock mine, Flat Rock, Mitchell county.

pay for a large part of the expenses. Thus, 
where neither would pay to work alone, 
by operating for two or more of the above 
products the mining could be made profit- 
able. 

“In cutting the right of way for the 
Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio Railway, a 
most beautiful white marble was exposed 
in a cut on the north bank of the North 
Toe River, near the mouth of Sink Hole 
Creek, about three and miles 
above Toecane Station.

This marble is 
very similar in color and texture to the 
white marble found at Tate, Ga. We have 
had a sphere cut from this marble which 
took a most beautiful polish and showed 
that it was adapted for statuary and monu 
mental purposes as well as for a building 
stone. We traced the outcrop of the mar- 
ble to about a mile northeast from the 
railway cut by means of boulders and out- 
crops; in this distance we have been un- 
able to find any outcrop on the south side 
of the river. I believe that this marble 
should be more fully investigated, and I 
believe that it would be worth while, in 
connection with this investigation, te have 
one or two cross-cuts made to expose the 
outcrop at a point a few hundred yards 
back from the railroad. 

“In Yancey county there are a great 
many mica mines which contain quartz 
and feldspar similarly as was mentioned 
under Mitchell county, and their location 
has already been given: Another mineral 
in this county that offers very promising 
commercial possibilities is chromite.

WILL OPEN MINERAL LANDS. 


Tennessee, Alabama & Kentucky 
Railway Being Pushed for 
Through Connection. 

The Tennessee, Alabama & Kentucky 
Railway Co., which is being promoted by 
its president, Rutledge Smith of Cooke- 
ville, Tenn., proposes to build a standard- 
gauge steam railroad from Chattanooga to 
Louisville, about 230 miles. A pamphlet 
has been issued describing the enterprise 
and saying that the route will be about 100 
miles shorter than any existing line be- 
tween the two cities. It will go either 
through or near Dunlap, Spencer, Sparta, 
Cookeville, Gainesboro, Tompkinsyille, 
Edmonton and Hodgenville. It traverses 
undeveloped territory which is said to be 
rich in soil and other natural resources. 
An engineering corps is now locating that 
part of the line between the Cumberland 
River at Gainesboro and the Van Buren 
county coal fields, about 60 miles. This 
will be the first section constructed. 

The country through which this line 
will run is described as being full to over- 
flowing with iron ore, coal, phosphate and 
timber, while the agricultural sections are 
of the finest. These resources are await- 
ing the work of the miner and the lumber- 
man. Van Buren county is deseribed as 
being entirely underlaid with coal. A de- 
scription shows that this mineral lies in 
large seams easily workable; that the iron 
is of excellent quality and has limestone 
immediately adjoining it, so that the neces- 
sary materials are at hand for reducing 
the ore. Of the phosphate it is said that 
there are more than 100 square miles of 
territory underlaid with a rich deposit, 
this being in Putnam, Jackson and White 
counties. Analytical descriptions of the 
coal and phosphate are presented. As to 
the timber, there is an abundance of hard- 
wood which lacks railroad facilities for its 
full development. Besides the minerals 
and timber, oil is found and one well near 
Obed River yields 250 barrels a day, and 
the region, it is said, promises to become a 
great oil-producing center. Lithographic 
stone, cement rock, slate, clay, glass sand 
and fine gravel are also found in the terri- 
tory which the railroad will open up. 

Efforts are now being made to finance 
the enterprise, and a letter from Chatta- 
to the MANUFACTURERS’ RecoRD 
says that it is reported that the backers 
of the project are closely affiliated with 
the Illinois Central Railroad, and if the 
line is constructed the Central of Georgia 
Railway (connected with the Illinois Cen- 
tral) will be given an outlet via Chatta- 
nooga to Louisville.and other points,
